On last Saturday morning President 


Judge S. McC. Swope and Associate 
Judges Geo. H. Trostle and C. D. 
Smith sat for the purpose of sentenc- 
ing the prisoners who bad plead guilty 
to the crimes with which they bad 
teen charged at the August court. 
Sheriff 
Fissel 
brought 
into 
court 


eleven prisoners and a twelfth one 
surrendered for sentence, being out on 
bail. 


Judge Swope first explained that tbe 


last Legislature had made a decided 
change in the imposition of sentences 
in criminal cases. Previously the court 
fixed a maximum sentence to be serv- 
ed, but under the new law the court 
fixed the minimum term and the max- 
imum is the term fixed by the law. 
That when a prisoner is now sent to 
the penitentiary he goes for the mini- 
mum period fixed by the court. At 
the expiration of this time prison in* 
specters will study the cases and. 
recommend to the Governor to parole 


prisoner or withhold such reconv 


inundation until the inspectors believe 
they are fit subjects to be paroled at 
large. During parole officers keep & 
•watch on prisoners and if any offense 
Is given they can be re-arrested and 
iiiade to serve the full maximum sen- 
tence the law provides for offenses. It 
is expected to prepare better citizens 
in this way who when parole is re- 
moved will become useful citizens. The 
new law extends right of suspending 
sentence and putting one on probation 
for the first offense. At the conclu- 
sion of explanation of new law the 
court called up prisoners and follow- 
ing sentences were imposed. 


Arthur W. Douglass.

torney Neely stated the facts of how 
prisoner when employed at Wabash 
Hotel had an altercation with a fellow 
employee and procured a pistol at the 
Colliflower Store and shot three times 
at Chas.

Judge Swope in pass- 
ing sentence stated that from the evi- 
dence of previous good behavior the 
c'curt was disposed to feel that the jail 
imprisonment already suffered was a 
lesson so that you will not offend 
again. But the offense must be made 
offensive. You took the law in your 
hands when you went gunning for the 
man. You disturbed the peace of the 
I own and alarmed the citizens. You 
might have killed some innocent one 
or the man you were after. The les- 
son must be taught that the peace of 
the public cannot be so disturbed 
without punishment. As an example 
it is the intention of court to sentence 
you. to warn others not to carry fire- 
arms, there is no reason for one to car- 
ly them. You are sent as an example 
s-o that safety of public can be preserv- 
ed.

many ways. He had joined the 9th U. 
S. Cavalry and served for a year, and 
re-enlisted went to the Philippines and 
served three years, being in a number 
of engagements there.

Found Dead in His Barn—Faced 


Serious Charges-Every Indi- 


cation of Suicide.

Attorney ol York county, was found 
dead in the loft of his stable on 
Wednesday morning of last week. He 
was born in Lancaster county. His 
parents moved to York county when 
he was three weeks old. After attend- 
ing the schools of that county and the 
York County Academy, he came to 
Gettysburg College and graduated in 
the class of 1893. He was an active 
figure in college life while here. Af- 
ter reading law in office of Geis, Zieg- 
ler and Strawbridge, he Yvas admitted 
to the Bar of York county iu 1894. A 
few years ago he became active in poli- 
tics in his county and last fall was 
elected 
District 
Attorney of York 


county, carrying a salary of $4000. 


The manner of his death is mysteri- 


ous, 
though believed to have been a 


suicide by poisoning. He had been 
secretary ot the Standard Building 
and Loan Association of York for 15 
years and when compelled to resign 
his accounts were found to be short. 
An expert was engaged with the ac- 
counts last week and officers of the 
association had had several interviews 
v.ith Ammoii aud gave him to under- 
stand on last one, Tuesda\ night, that 
unless he made good the shortage, 
which had run up to over §40,000 he 
would be prosecuted. He \vas given 
until Wednesday noon to make good. 


On his way home on Tuesday even- 


ing he bought a pound of deadly jioi- 
gon. cyanide of potassium. 
What be- 


came of the poison has not yet been 
discovered. It is thought a large quan- 
tity was purchased to deceive as to his 
intentions, saying it was for experi- 
ment with copper. A small amount 
was found in an envelope in the busi- 
ness suit he had prepared to wear on 
Wednesday. On that morning he put 
on a rough suit and went to the barn 
to attend his horse as was his custom 
and later was found dead in the loft. 
The coroner and physicians say he 
died from weak heart which went to 
pieces under the strain of work aud 
threatened prosecution, though many 
believe it was suicide by poison.

A buyer offered him a dollar a j J 
bushel at the station, but the price 
was not "fancy" enough in the grow- 
er's estimation, so he consigned tbe 
car to a commission merchant i" 
Cleveland, Ohio. After a long delay 
he received a check for two dollars 
and sixty-five cents, the consignee ex- 
plaining that the shipment had ar- 
rived in bad order, that the potatoes 
were decaying and that the check en- 
closed represented the revenue realized | \ 


September American Magazine on 
what he calls "The Faith of tbe Un- 
churched," says that he was surprised 
not Jong ago. when he was told by 
one of tbe foremost church laymau in 
New York City, in answer to his query 
as to wbv the churches were losing 
ground, that the trouble was the lack 
of money." Mr. Baker continues: 


"By this, be said, be did not, of 


course, mean to imply that money in 
iteeaf would make a church successful, 
or the lack of it would necessarily 
mean failure. 
" 'But money giving,' he explained, 


that is, spontaneous money giving, ie 
the surest evidence of vital human in- 
terest. A man does not voluntarily 
give His good dollars to a cause unless 
that cause really stirs him : and we in 
the churches must face the fact that 
people are no longer giving to the 
churcnes as they once did.' 


"Thie remark ert me to examining 


somewhat carefully tbe loug lists of 
bequests and benevolences of the past 
few years in this country : and 1 have 
been astonished to find how complete- 
ly the great streams of voluntary and 
spontaneous giving have been divert- 
ed from the churcnes, and from church 
work generally. 


"During the past ten or twel ve years 


tbe almost inconceivably enormous 
Burn of one billion dollars has been 
given away by Americans, for various 
philanthropic purposes 
Of this stu- 


pendous sum comparatively little 
went to the churches. 


Rockefeller, for example, although 


an exuberant church-member, has 
given comparatively little money to 
church work. He has been interested 
in outside activities, chiefly education- 
al and medical. Mrs. Russell Sage 
has been distributing her millions not 
among tbe churches which haye been 
gradually deserting tbe poor, but she 
establishes a great fund for studying 
methods of improving the conditions 
of the poor, or she purchases an island 
in tbe Hudson river and dedicates it 
to the United States government. 
Carnegie builds libraries which are 
open not only to Protestant*,, but to 
Catholics. Jews. Mohammedans. Ne- 
groes. Iso liueg are drawn. Phipps 
builds model tenements and D. O. 
Mille model hotels- for improving the 
living conditions of people of small 
means. Last year Morris K. Jeeup 
died. He was one of the mosi loyal 
of Prefepytenan*. t'Ul of hit gifts not 
one-tentD wen; to efii-ivn wors. while 
nine-tenth? wa* given 10 outside a:-t- 
ivitiefc iikt the American Museum of 
Natural Hitiory.

of fifteen became a schoolteacher. He followed ilii- a\oration for nine years, 
employing nis summer vacations hi doing farm \\ork. devoting his evenings 
to study. lie was appointed a clerk in the survivor jieueral's office, and It 
was here that lie made the acquaintance of young l>a\id Porter, afterward 
governor 
A warm friendship sprang up between the t\\o young men. They 


studied law together 
Mr ShunU was admitted to the bar In September, 


1S1G 
Later he became a clerk in the house of representatives and afterward 


was promoted to the chief cletksuip. Governor Porter appointed him secre- 
tary of state In 1839. He was elected governor in 1845 and was re-elected in 
1S47. 
Owing; to ill health he was obliged to resign his office July 9, 1S4S, and 


he died at Harrisburg three weeks after his resignation.

Oiling Street Demonstration. 


Mr. Shetrou, representative of the 


Atlantic Refining Company was in 
Gettysburg last week and called upon 
the Highway Committee composed of 
J. A. Tawuey, Win. D. Armor and J. 
A. Kit/miller aud requested permis- 
sion to make a demonstration of oil 
streets. It was proposed to oil about 
two streets of the town at a point 
where it would be best seen. The 
Highway Committee gave Mr. Shet- 
ron permission to make the demon 
stration. 


A special representative of the Con* 


pany will have charge of the demon- 
stration, one who has studied the sub- 
ject and knows how it ought to be 
done. The streets are usually first 
cleaned or swept aud then the oil is 
applied. In places where oiling has 
been done for a number of years it has 
been found .that two oilings a year is 
sufficient to keep down the dust. 
When the streets are well oiled it has 
been found that rains do not soak iu 
but run off better aud the streets are 
not as much disturbed by rain. As 
long as the effect of tbe oil lasts the 
streets can be said to be d listless. 


The material for the demonstration 


is already on the ground, 65 barrels ot 
the oil, having been received by the 
Beading railroad last week, and tbe 
demonstrator may be expected at an 
early date. It is usual to let the oil 
street set for at least thirty six hours 
before being used aud the course pur- 
sued is to rope one half of the street 
for that period and when that is set 
finish the other side. Tbe two squares 
that will be taken for the demonstra 
tion has not been determined but it 
will be iu tbe central part of tbe town 


Oiling streets to keep down oust is 


no longer an experiment. It has been 
done for a series of years in many 
places and found successful. Iu the 
city of Buffalo many miles of dirt 
street can be found which have been 
oiled twice a year and all through the 
hot summer months, traversed by 
autos, horse and wagon are without 
dust. Tbe cost of it is said to be with- 
in the reach of any community, that 
the oil used is a crude oil and is sold 
for three cents a gallon and it has 
been represented to a number of our 
citizens that oil streets could be had 
for the price of spriukled streets. 
Il 


this can be successfully demonstrated 
the Civic Club could take up the mat- 
ter of changing from water to oil and 
see whether the citizens would not 
contribute liberally enough to make 
Gettysburg a dustless town, a sure 
way of keeping the town clean. 


Fairtield is making the experiment 


of a half square. A barrel of the oil 
was sent to each of three of Fairfield's 
merchants, Messrs. Byers, Neely and 
Reiudollar, and they selected a half 
square and placed the oil on same and 
have had no dust on that portion of 
street since.

SOGGESHONS FOR FARMERS' 
DOH'T BE MISLED 


A DESTRUCTIVE CABBAGE PEST 


IS AT WORK. 


The Remedy or What Must be1 


Done to Keep Down the Pest 


and Save Crop. 


At Ibis time of year State Zoologist 


Surface, at Harrisburg, is receiving an 
mutual number of inquiries concern- 
um a destructive pest of cabbage, 
which appears to be working hi prac- 
tically all part* of I'euusylvauia and 
maKe"* itself manifest by curling the 
leaves, stunting the growth of the 
plauts, and causing them to look a» 
though covered by mildew. A close 
examination of the infested plants 
-hows that they are covered by huu- 
dred* of little gray plant iice 01 
aphids. which especially crowd close 
together in tlie curled part? of the 
leaves and live by injecting a pois-ou 
into the leaf and Mickinsiout the mod- 
ilied sap. 


They are true sucking iusectn, and 


L-an not be killed by the poisons .-uch 
as Paris «reen and arseuale of lead, 
which can safely be applied for the 
common green cabbage worm. They 
are the cabbage aphid:- or plant lice, 
and are to be killed either by fumiga- 
tion with some gas like the fumes of 
carbon 
bisulfide in a vessel turned 


over the plants: or, far better, by 
spraying with a contact insecticide 
sucrTas one pound of whale oil soap in ; 
live gallons of water, or ten per cent, j 
keioseue emulsion, or strong solutions i 
of soft soap, or very strong tobacco de- j 
coctious. 


Jt is necessary in applying the spray 


that H side-turned nozzle be used on 
the end of a short extension rod, and 
that the liquid be applied with con- 
siderable pressure, in order to throw 
it well in among the curled leaves, 
striking the bodies of all the pests. 
Those which are not touched by the 
spray liquid at the time of spraying 
will uot be injured and will increase 
in multiplication at an alarming rate. 
The leaves that are so badly curled as 
to protect the plant lice effectively 
from contact with the spray liquid 
should be cut or pulled and at once de- 
stroyed, either by burning or by stamp- 
ing underfoot. 


It the spraying is effective the re 


suits can be men within twenty-four 
hours, and if there should remain any 
pests alive at the end ot that time, it 
ig advisable to repeat the operation 
with a little stronger material. It is 
important that all hopelessly stunted, 
sickly or feeble plants should be gath- 
ered and buined by throwing them 
onto a hot fire; or fed to stock at once, 
in order to get rid of the pests which 
they contain.

lowing are proposed as amendments to 
the Constitution of the Commonwealth 
ot Pennsylvania, in accordance with 
the provisions of the eighteenth arti-

Amendment One—To Article Four, 


Section Eight. 


Section 2. Amend section eight of ar- 


ticle four of the Constitution of Penn 
sylvania which reads as follows:— 


"He shall nominate and, by and with 


the advice and consent of two-thirds of 
all the members of the Senate, appoint 
a Secretary of the Commonwealth and 
an Attorney General during pleasure, a 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
for four years, and such other officers 
of the Commonwealth as he is or may 
he authorized by the Constitution or 
by law to appoint; he shall have power 
to fill all vacancies that may happen, 
In offices to which he may appoint, dur- 
ing the recess of the Senate, by grant- 
Ing commissions which shall expire at 
the end of their next session; he shall 
have power to fill any vacancy that 
may happen, during the recess of the 
Senate, in the office of Auditor Gen- 
eral, State Treasurer, Secretary of In- 
ternal Affairs or Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in a judicial office, 
or in any other elective office which 
he is or may be authorized to fill; if 
the vacancy shall happen during the 
session of the Senate, the Governor

people, all terms of office fixed by act 
of Assembly at an odd number of years 
shall each be lengthened one year, but 
the Legislature may change the length 
of the term, provided the terms for 
which such officers are elected shall al- 
ways be for an even number of years. 


The abovo extension of official terms 


shall not affect officers elected at the 
general election of one thousand nine 
hundred and eight; nor any city, ward, 
borough, township, or election division 
officers, whose terms of office, under ex- 
isting law, end in the year one thou- 
sand nine hundred and ten. 


In the year one thousand nine hun- 


dred and ten the municipal election 
shall be held on the third Tuesday of 
February, as heretofore; but all offi- 
cers chosen at that election to an of- 
fice the regular term of which is two 
years, and also all election officers and 
assessors chosen at that election, shall 
serve until the first Monday of Decem- 
ber in the year one thousand nine hun- 
dred and eleven.
